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Phillip Eng: fashion caregiver

Over the years, many faces have 
represented the aesthetic and ideals of the 
Canadian mega-success-story company MAC 
(Makeup Art Cosmetics). From RuPaul and 
k.d. lang to, more recently, L'il Kim and Mary 
J. Blige, the company’s image has been all 
about progression. Even surviving co- 
founder Frank Toskan has had his turn as one 
of MAC’s signature personalities. 

But there’s one face that fewer people 
recognize: a face that’s no less famous than 
the others, it’s just more often than not hidden 
behind the scenes, working hard to create and 
produce some of MAC’s most inspired 
projects. Phillip Eng is the executive director 
of special events for MAC. Over the past 
fourteen years, he has been instrumental in the 
ever-growing success of Toronto’s Fashion 
Cares fundraiser, the largest and most 
prosperous of its kind in Canada. In 


anticipation of this upcoming mega-soiree, 
Outlooks associate editor Bill Brooks caught 
up with Eng in an exclusive telephone 
interview. 

Outlooks: In terms of Fashion Cares, 
has MAC always been involved as a sponsor? 

Eng: It hasn’t always, actually, but it has 
been title sponsor for, I’d say, the last five 
years running. They have always been 
involved; even from the beginning they were 
doing the makeup as a very small company. I 
wasn’t with MAC when Fashion Cares 
started, I was on my own. 

Outlooks: What is your background 
specifically? 
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Eng: Before I came to MAC I was doing 
video and fashion. I was already doing 
fashion shows—which is where I met the 
MAC guys, Frank Toskan and Frank 
Angelo—I was doing thirteen out of twenty- 
six productions for “the festival’ [The 
Canadian Festival of Fashion in Toronto] back 
in the ‘80s. That was probably the first time 
that MAC showed up publicly in Canada, 
doing the make-up for the collections. So I 
met them then. They wanted to do something 
called “The MAC Show” and that’s where a 
lot of the whole visual thing started, working 
with them. A lot of MAC’s image came 
together for the first time right there and then 
with those fashion shows, where we sort of 
mixed theatricality with fashion—a different 
kind of excitement which was, at that time, 
really kind of new. It introduced a dance 
element, live entertainment—it was a 
multimedia event. 

Outlooks: How many dollars have been 
raised over the years with Fashion Cares? 

Eng: Just over $3 million has been raised 
to date—and that’s net, actually—for the 
AIDS Committee of Toronto, since Fashion 
Cares started in ‘87. 

Outlooks: In terms of AIDS fundraising, 
is Fashion Cares the largest event in Toronto? 

Eng: For AIDS? Yes—it’s the largest 
fundraiser for AIDS bar none. In the country, 
actually. We’ve been pretty much coming in 
at $800,000 net in the last two years. 

Outlooks: What is the most positive 
thing about Fashion Cares for you 
personally? 

Eng: The most positive thing is [pauses] 
that it stays positive. It’s fashion, and you 
don’t even expect that because it’s a very 
fickle business. The support that it’s gotten 
from the community for fourteen years has 
been amazing. You almost expect people to 
go, “Okay, they’re doing that again—it’s tired, 
it’s over,” but we don’t get that. The hard part 
about it is that we, as a committee, work really 
hard to change it and keep it energized and 
different and creative every year. It’s an 
enormous feat. You’ve got a lot of the same 
people involved—it’s the same community— 
but it’s one of those events that up until now, 
knock on wood, doesn’t have a lot of 
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year. 

Outlooks: Do you find the support is 
more broad-based now more than ever? 

Eng: Oh, it’s very broad-based. You go 
from virtually no corporate sponsorship in the 
beginning to—well, I know that when MAC 
came on board five years ago it really made 
people realize that, corporately, it was 
something worth supporting. It made it a bit 
more—I don’t want to say ‘safe’—it made it 
more credible. And exciting at the same time 
for more corporations. Now you get a really 
wide variety of sponsors. When you go there 
now you get a variety of “fashion” sitting next 
to socialites, club kids—you get it all. This 
year the seating is a record 5,000, so you get 
quite a cross-section in 5,000 people. 

Outlooks: Is this put together on an 
entirely volunteer basis? 

Eng: Fashion Cares is completely 
volunteer. 

Outlooks: You don’t hire a production 
company? 

Eng: There are some hard costs; there’s 
no way that hard costs aren’t involved, but the 
entire committee volunteers their time. There 
are one or two paid people now because it’s 
such a huge event. You have to have “‘carry- 
through” for the year; there’s no dropping { 
the ball. 

Outlooks: Tell me about the launch of 
Viva Glam III—do you know what 
percentage of sales goes towards AIDS? 

Eng: There’s Viva Glam I, I, and IJ— 
the third was just launched. All three of 
them have raised over $17 million since 
inception in 1995. And 100 percent 
of those proceeds go to AIDS 
organizations around the world; 
that’s how Frank Toskan and 
Frank Angelo wanted it. Even 
retailers have to give up their 
percentage of the sale to make up 
their 100 percent and it literally 
goes to hundreds of organizations. 
We’re opening in Africa this year too, 
so as of yesterday, everywhere from 
here to Africa. What really moves our 
employees is that if it sells in, say, 


Honolulu, the funds will go to 
organizations in the area. 
Outlooks: That must be very 


detractors. It’s gotten bigger and bigger every 


that’s so progressive. 

Eng: I think it’s very progressive and I 
think for a long time it gave everybody a great 
feeling to be a part of that and say that the 


company did that. 
social conscience. 

Outlooks: Anything else you want to 
add? 

Eng: L'il Kim and Mary J. Blige have 
just come on board with us. As you know, the 
first ‘face’ of MAC was RuPaul, then the 
second was k.d. lang, and now Vil Kim and 
Mary J. have come on with Viva Glam III. 
The title of this year’s show is “The MAC 
Viva Glam Floating World.” And everyone 
has taken that floating world idea and used it 
either figuratively or literally to animate the 
whole event. It will still be a very Fashion 
Cares-style show, which usually means it’s 
sort of spectacular... hopefully always sexy. 
The difference will be that this year they'll all 
be wearing that one colour. 

Outlooks: One final question: where do 
you see yourself in five years? 

Eng: Oh—I just take it one day at a time, 
that’s the honest truth. 
Honestly, I hope we’re 

not doing Fashion 
Cares anymore. There’s 
been a lot of progress 
with drugs and things like 
that, so as a parting shot

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She’s not our opposition

Most political observers would agree 
that provincial Liberal leader Nancy 
MacBeth has chosen a tough row to hoe. 
Premier Ralph Klein’s apparently endless 
political honeymoon continues to pose a 
formidable challenge to any opposition 
party’s hopes of ending the twenty-nine- 
year Tory dynasty in Alberta. With the 
bizarre departure last month of New 
Democrat leader Pam Barrett, the focus on 
the opposition benches is now fixed 
squarely on Nancy MacBeth (formerly 
Betkowski) of whom Klein has recently 
said “never makes me uncomfortable.” 

But MacBeth insists she’s determined 
to change that and, with the uproar over 
contracting out more Healthcare procedures 
to the private sector, the former Tory 
cabinet minister is hoping a chink in the 
Klein armour becomes a chasm. 

And MacBeth also takes aim at the 
province’s record on gay rights issues—an 
area she says forms a significant point of 
departure between Alberta Tories and 
Liberals. 

Edmonton native MacBeth, fifty-one, 
earned a bachelor of arts degree at the 
University of Alberta in 1969 and also 
studied linguistics at Quebec City’s Laval 
University. 

She was first elected to the legislature 
in 1986 as the Progressive Conservative 
MLA for Edmonton Glenora. 

MacBeth was appointed minister of 
education in 1986 and minister of health in 
1988. 

In 1992 she contested the provincial 
Tory leadership—losing to Klein. 

After breaking with the PCs, she was 
elected leader of Alberta’s Liberals in April, 
1998. 

MacBeth is married to Hilliard 
MacBeth and has one child, Fraser. 

She took time out recently to grant 
Outlooks an exclusive interview and 
discuss some of her ideas on policy. 

Outlooks: The federal government has 
recently tabled legislation to grant benefits 
to same-sex couples similar to those 
enjoyed in heterosexual common-law 
unions. Do you agree with the legislation? 

MacBeth: We, as a party, anticipated 
the Supreme Court of Canada’s ruling [last 
year] and we proposed amendments last 
spring to Alberta’s Domestic Relations Act 
by keeping the marriage term of a male and 
female union intact. Our solution is quite 
consistent with the federal government with 
the acknowledgement of a partnership 
however it exits. 

As a caucus, we have always supported 
sexual orientation being protected in law. 
The Supreme Court ruling has been made 
but we believe it has to be written in [to 
Alberta legislation]. We know if someone 
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takes these cases to the Supreme Court what 
the results would be. Our amendment 
would have dealt with the issue where all 
same-sex issues were dealt with. It would 
have written the term domestic partnership 
in any definition, so it was supportive of the 
notion of equality. 

Outlooks: In response to Ottawa’s 
legislation, Premier Klein has drawn a line 
in the sand, insisting if the equal benefits 
bill led to same-sex marriages, Alberta 
would invoke the 
notwithstanding clause to. 
prevent such unions. 
What’s your view on 
Klein’s stand? 

MacBeth: 
[Invocation] is really off 
the topic. The federal 
legislation would protect 
the words marriage and 
spouse, so the fear is his 
own. The Supreme Court 
was clear and our 
amendments were clear. 
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It’s a provocation on Klein’s part rather than 
the leadership needed on this issue. 

Outlooks: What is your party’s stand 
on the issue of same-sex marriages? 

MacBeth: We would respect the term 
spouse and the traditional concept of 
marriage. Our amendments would make all 
domestic relationships equal. It’s a way to 
respect the traditional principles of 
marriage—I think it’s the fairest solution 
and it’s something the government refuses 
to go along with. They’ve been pretty 
incendiary on this issue. 

Outlooks: Why is that? 

MacBeth: I think it’s fear. What 
provoked them to put in _ the 
notwithstanding clause was the Vriend 
decision. It’s intolerance, but what we need 
is leadership that respects tolerance. We 
believe very much in the equality of people. 

Outlooks: Are the majority of 
Albertans ready to accept more liberalized 
legislation regarding gay and lesbian 
unions? 

MacBeth: Albertans are far more 
equality-based in their views than their 
government thinks. Albertans are ahead of 
their government on these issues. It seems 
like the government is giving voice to 
intolerance rather than taking a leadership 
role reflective of our community. Our 
proposals bridge the traditional views 
people have but recognize domestic 
partnerships. 
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Outlooks: What’s your view on the 
1998 Delwin Vriend decision which led to 
the inclusion of sexual orientation in 
Alberta human rights codes? 

MacBeth: We supported sexual 
orientation being written into the law and 
into the human rights commission. We 
thought it was time to add that provision to 
the law. 

Outlooks: Do homosexuals in Alberta 
really need protection under the law? 

MacBeth: Yes—partly because of the 
Supreme Court decision and partly due to 
the Alberta Human Rights Commission 
saying it’s needed. But the province is still 
fighting it by being passive on it rather than 
writing it into legislation. 

Id like to bring up another issue, that 
of Bill 40, or the Health Information Act, 
which could have a significant impact on 
the gay community. It violates patient 
confidentiality; it’s as if there’s a two-way 
mirror and the patient doesn’t know who’s 
on the other side. Patient confidentiality is 
being opened up and the [gay] community 
has a vulnerability to information being 
shared. It’s one of the reasons we opposed 
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this bill. This could very much affect the 
gay community. For example, someone 
with HIV could be concerned about being 
eligible for medical coverage or insurance 
if information on their condition was 
shared. 

Outlooks: Many observers believe 
Ralph Klein is a reasonably enlightened 
individual who personally wouldn’t oppose 
liberalizing same-sex legislation but is 
beholden to far more conservative 
elements in his caucus. What’s your view 
on that? , 

MacBeth: It’s a question of 
leadership. Regardless of what his party 
says, he takes the position. Letting him off 
the hook this way doesn’t fly. He should 
take full responsibility. 

Outlooks: Some Albertans recoil with 
horror and disgust at gay pride parades, 
insisting an immoral majority is shoving 
their lifestyle down the throats of the 
majority. A few even say municipalities 
should withhold permits for such parades. 
Do you agree? 

MacBeth: Where’s the harm 
[in the parades]? If people don’t 
wish to watch it, they don’t have 
to. I’ve never been to the Calgary |. 
parade, but I’ve spoken tof 
participants at the Edmonton 
parade, though I didn’t ride in it. 
There were lots of people there 
from the broadest population base 


having fun. I can’t see why people can’t 
have free association and why the parades 
should be outlawed. 

Outlooks: Do you think in years to 
come, society will be puzzled by their 
predecessors’ reluctance to enshrine 
protection and equal rights for the 
homosexual community, surprised that this 
was once a highly controversial issue? 

MacBeth: We could look back and say 
that these are individuals in their 
community and the choices they make are 
choices they have every right to make. It’s 
a tough issue and I also respect there are 
some people who don’t have as open a 
mind to the issue. But our legislation 
should reflect what our constitution says 
and our courts interpret. 

Outlooks: Many Canadians argue the 
courts have usurped powers that should 
instead be vested exclusively with our 
elected representatives, with rulings on gay 
rights issues being prime examples. Do 
you feel the courts have become too 
powerful? 

MacBeth: The court doesn’t make the 
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law, the court interprets the law of the 
constitution and the human rights law in 
Alberta. That the courts have overstepped 
their boundaries is a bogus argument. This 
is the same provincial government that 
fights the court even when our own 
province’s courts rules in favour of 
decisions it doesn’t like, such as in gun 
control. 

Outlooks: It appears the Klein 
government continues to bask in high 
public opinion ratings. How are things 
going with the Alberta Liberal Party? 

MacBeth: Great. Momentum for us is 
certainly building. Healthcare is the latest 
example of this government relying on its 
propaganda machine. Their latest push 
with the truth squad is another indication of 
them pushing their propaganda. 

Outlooks: What’s your view on the 
premier’s refusal to debate you one-on-one 
on Healthcare reform? 

MacBeth: He’s refused to 
debate me and he doesn’t 
the Healthcare 
I think he won’t 


participate in 
public forums.

debate me because he knows he doesn’t 
have a scrap of evidence to back up what 
he says on Healthcare. 

Outlooks: Is it realistic to believe you 
will be the person to dethrone Klein? 

MacBeth: I can’t say personally. But 
we're coming up to thirty years of Tory 
rule and at some point, Albertans will 
decide it’s time for a change and we’ll be 
there. It’s become an arrogant government.

All right, guys. Let’s talk about our 
dicks. Are you cut or uncut? 

And how do you feel about that? 

Ask this question, and it’s generally a 
pretty short conversation. 

Circumcised or not, most guys will 
rapidly assure you that they’re perfectly 
happy with their dicks. Sure, occasionally, a 
cut guy will express envy at a foreskin or 
sometimes an uncut guy will get circumcised, 
but we generally accept things the way they 
are. And maybe wish they were bigger. 

Which begs another question: if it makes 
no difference, why circumcise at all? 

A few of the more common responses 


are: “cleaner”; “nicer looking”; “because his 
dad is cut, and we didn’t want his penis to 
look different than his dad’s.” 


While we all sit and wonder for a 
moment whether or not we ever got a good 
enough look at our father’s penises to discern 
whether or not they were similar to ours, 
allow me to turn the tables momentarily. 

If we were talking about infant female 
genitals and valuable parts of the vagina were 
being removed—parts that aided in painless 
intercourse and increased sensation—this 
would be an issue of sexual control. Yet 
somehow, female genital mutilation is 
considered abhorrent (and illegal in Canada), 
while circumcision for boys is still viewed as 
an “aesthetic choice”. 

But whose choice? Ask around. Did any 
of the cut men that you know ever consent to 
having a part of their penis removed? With 
rare exceptions (men who got circumcised as 
adults, whether by choice or by medical 
necessity), the young man in question is never 
informed, never gives consent, and is never 
consulted. In a society that values individual 
rights, parental consent to permanently 
altering male sex organs seems highly 
contradictory. 

So let’s look at the reasons it still exists. 
When parents have the meeting with the 
doctor about their baby boy, what are they 
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The unkindest cut? 


told? “You just can’t keep a foreskin clean; it 
has an odour.’ (A doctor that advocates 
tampering with the natural functions of the 
vagina for purposes of ‘odour control’ would 
be run out of town.) “He should look like the 
rest of the boys in the gym showers.” (To alter 
every boy so that everyone looked the same 
naked would involve more than a ‘bit off the 
end’.) “The foreskin is simply redundant and 
purposeless skin.” (How can you call the only 
movable part of the penis redundant— 
especially when it’s covered in nerve 
endings?) “The intact penis is difficult to 
(So are ears; we don’t cut them off.) 
“Sooner or later, the foreskin is likely to cause 
a medical problem; therefore, it should be 
removed as soon as possible.” (No one would 
suggest that because of the risk of cancer, all 
breasts should be removed.) 

The possibility of penile cancer is 
another excuse for circumcising, even though 
such tumours are very rare—one case in 
100,000—which means that to prevent one 
case of penile cancer, 100,000 foreskins 
would have to be removed. 

Open any sex manual published at the 
tum of the century and you'll be 
amazed/horrified at some of the conclusions 
our forefathers drew regarding male sexuality. 
One of the greatest dangers facing young 
men, according to the experts of the time, was 
masturbation (the word “homosexual” 
doesn’t even appear). Not only did it 
supposedly cause blindness, insanity and 
hairy palms, it actually drained a young male 
of his healthy essence (‘cause you know, 
there’s only so much sperm to go around...). 
Within the misinformation given to parents, 
circumcision was often touted as a method of 
controlling masturbation. It was also cited as 
an effective way to combat venereal disease, a 
claim which persists to this day, despite the 
fact that even after 135 years of research, no 
study has ever substantiated that claim. 

And, in spite of the claims that routine 
circumcision is risk-free, the truth is that 
hemorrhage, infection and surgical injury all 
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occur with some degree of regularity and, 
occasionally, even result in death. In 1982, an 
infant in Iowa bled to death from 
circumcision. In 1984, in Louisiana, a boy’s 
penis was destroyed by circumcision and a 
sex-change surgery was advised (a 
phenomenon more common than one might 
think). Numerous children are cut so short 
that their sexual functioning is compromised. 
In 1978, Dr. Sidney Gellis stated, “It is an 


The removal of a part of the penis that 
aids in entry, increases sexual sensitivity and 
makes masturbation possible without 
lubrication should be a decision a man makes 
about his own body. For circumcised males, 
the foreskin wasn’t the only thing that was 
removed. Their right to decide for 


themselves, their right to make a choice, was 
permanently removed. 
Does this make you angry? It should. 


incontestable fact at this point that there are 
more deaths each year from 
complications of circumcision than 
from cancer of the penis.” 

The medical evidence, even 
when accurate, simply doesn’t 
support the continuation of the 
practice. 

I’m not going to say that no 
one should ever be circumcised. 
But I think it’s fair to conclude with 
this thought: it’s your penis. 
Shouldn’t you have some say in 
how it is treated? The only living 
things in this country that can still 
be physically altered for aesthetic 
purposes (without the consent of the 
individual involved) are dogs and 
infant males. 
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Pilgrim’s on the move 
in Edmonton 


The Pilgrim’s Hospice in Edmonton is 
about to find a new home. In May, 
operations will move into The Convent of 
St. John in Crestwood, pending planning 
approval. At present, they are sharing space 
with Community Options on 121st street. 

The Hospice was established in 1994 
to provide care to persons with life- 
shortening illnesses and helps to fill a gap in 
HIV/AIDS care by including these sufferers 
in their programs. Pilgrim’s Hospice is not 
restricted to any particular illness. 

Their flagship day program muns three 
days a week with a roster of eight clients at 
a time, referred through the health care 
system, home care workers and self- 
referral. This program provides physical 
care, lunches and support not restricted to 
physical therapy and counselling. 

New to the centre is a grief and 
bereavement program for teens and 
children, where workers provide emotional 
therapy and teach coping strategies via 
expressive arts. There are also periodic 
open public sessions that provide education 
about loss issues, including those pertaining 
to AIDS. 

Chairman of the Board Gloria Bauer 

« plans to use the space available at the new 
hospice to begin a residential program. 
This will provide respite care to patients 
who wish to die at home, rather than in a 
hospital. This kind of care is very important 
to families, giving breaks or a release from 
twenty-four hour home care to work, or 
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continue with outside life. This program 
will also be available to those clients 
without homes or extended family support.

Two years ago at Grant MacEwan 
Community College in Edmonton, a 
conference was held to investigate, from a 
diversity of perspectives, the ways in 
which spirituality, religion and sexuality 
intersect. That gathering, called Diversity 
Conference ‘98, attracted over 150 
delegates and was deemed so successful 
that a society (The Diversity Conferences 
of Alberta Society) was created to develop 
a bi-annual event to be held in the city. 
The next incarnation of the conference for 
2000, Moving Forward: Embracing 
Spirituality, Embracing Sexuality, will 
take place the weekend of April 7-9 at the 
downtown campus of Grant MacEwan 
College. 

The idea for the initial conference in 
1998 came out of the experiences of 
Reverend Bert Frey and his wife, Evelyn. 
Both are active members of the United 
Church of Canada, world travelers 
(having taught at schools in Africa) and 
counsellors. 

Alarmed by the trauma being 
experienced by congregations of different 
faiths over issues of sexuality, and 
concemed for the plight of friends trying 
to reconcile their sexual preferences to 
their faith, the Freys suggested to friends 
and colleagues that a conference dealing 
with these and other issues pertaining to 
sexuality and spirituality be organized. In 
no time at all, they had nearly fifty people 
from different Christian denominations 
helping them plan the conference. 

Charles Bidwell is one of those who 
joined in the planning two years ago, and 
now sits as the secretary for the DCSA 
(Diversity Conference Society of 
Alberta). A former lecturer at the 
University of Alberta where he taught 
sexual orientation to medical students, 
Bidwell is himself an ordained minister. 
In the mid-’80s he served on the United 
Church’s National Coordinating Group on 
a program called Study and Dialogue on 
Sexual Orientations, Lifestyles and 
Ministry. 

“The Diversity Conference is heavily 
committed to promoting a view of 
Christianity that embraces all forms of 
sexuality,” Bidwell says from his home in 
Edmonton. “People don’t hold their 
biases based on knowledge. There’s an 
emotional and spiritual component that’s 
essential to knowledge. When you get to 
know people face to face, you’re freed 
from your prejudices.” 

The 1998 conference proved a 
success, and now the organizing 
committee for Diversity 2000 has chosen 
to expand and improve the conference 
based on feedback from participants at 
that first event.

“One of the things participants in +98 


said we needed more of was seminars for 


youth, “ Bidwell notes. “This time we 


have a youth coordinator who. has put 


together four workshops.” 


The seminars and WorksHops at this ¢ 


year’s conference are broken into five 
‘streams’, with usually one workshop 


from each stream filling a session. Those 
(including Christianity, Buddhism, and 
“Community” (laws, social 
“Diversity” (different political — 


streams include “Youth”, 
Paganism), 
issues), 
and religious perspectives) and a final 
category that might come as a surprise to 
some: “Transgender” (how spirituality is 


approached by transgendered 
individuals). : 
“This category isn’t just for 


transgendered people to get in touch with 


their own spirituality,” says Bidwell, “but — 


for those of us who aren’t familiar with 
their experiences to understand them.” 

Many other presenters, both local and 
national, are included in the conference. 
Workshop titles include a wide range of 
topics, from “Moving Forward Politically: 
Same-sex Families” to “The Voice of 
Jesus and the Texts of Terror’, ‘a workshop 
that contrasts the authentic sayings of 
Jesus with Biblical texts that have been 
used to oppress homosexuals. 

Keynote speakers at this year’s 
conference include American writer 
Patricia Nell Warren, whose novels 
include The Front Runner, Harlan’ Race 
and Beauty Queen. Warren, who is of 
native and European ancestry, applauds 
the conference as a forum “to help 
promote a greater humanity for people of 
different visions.” Another main speaker 
will be Ralph Carl Wushke, a former 
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_. The conference includes a social 
well, with a banquet, concert 
ce. on the Saturday night. 
Registration for adults is $150 for the 


weekend, ‘and cheaper rates will apply for 
students and seniors. 


_ Bidwell is hopeful that he DCSA, 


already a registered society that boasts 


members from many sexual orientations, 


gender identities and faith backgrounds, 


will have its official charitable status 
soon. Donations are gratefully accepted, 
but no tax receipts may be issued at this 
time. The society also is currently seeking 
a provincial government grant to help out 
with costs for this year’s conference. 
With so much recent debate in 
Alberta over sexual identity, on both the 
political and religious levels, it makes 


sense that such a conference would be 
supported by a government committed to 
dialogue and consultation. 

Bidwell is already looking past this 
year’s conference to future ones, and 
notes that while this year’s workshops 
include a better representation from faiths 
other than Christianity, he is hopeful 
future conferences will include even more 
diversity. 

“We would love to get more 
workshops hosted by people from other 
faiths, but they’ve not come forward yet.” 

Given the racial and religious 
diversity within Alberta, perhaps word of 
the conference simply needs to get out. 
Those interested in attending Diversity 
2000, either as an individual or as a 
potential presenter, should go to the 
conference Web site at 
www.ualberta.ca/~cbidwell/ 
eses/eses2000.

Victory on the horizon? 


Early last month, Justice Minister 
Anne McLellan tabled some 
controversial legislation intended to 
grant the benefits and obligations of 
common-law status to same-sex couples 
who have lived together for more than a 
year. Sponsored by several other 
Cabinet members, it is hoped that Bill C- 
23 will sail through Parliament by the 
summer. 

The decision comes after the 
Supreme Court of Canada struck down 
Ontario’s definition of “spouse” last year 
because it was considered exclusionary 
to gay men and women. 

Justice Minister Anne McLellan 
says the government is complying with 
that decision and other court rulings on 
equality rights. 

“We are doing what we believe is 
right and that which is required under 
the Charter of Rights and Freedoms in 
the name of tolerance and fairness,” she 
affirms. 

Sixty-eight federal statutes will be 
affected, most notably in income tax, 
Canada Pension, and old age security. 
Some provinces have already made 
relevant amendments. 

In what may be an attempt to deflect 
criticism, the bill does not allow for 
same-sex marriages, which the Liberal 
party has taken a position against. 
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“We’ve made it very clear that we 
don’t intend to change the definition of 
marriage,” McLellan says. Despite that, 
some Liberal MPs, as well as Reformers, 
oppose the bill. 

Some still feel that the legislation 
goes too far. Opposition is forming 
around two positions. Reform MP Eric 
Lowther attacks judicial activism, saying 
that the Liberals rely too heavily on the 
courts to determine social policy. 

“That’s getting to be a Liberal 
mantra, we have no choice,” Lowther 
says. “The courts continue to set the 
agenda not just on this issue but a 
number of issues.” 

Some Liberal members are fighting 
to have common-law rights extended to 
other dependent relationships, such as 
siblings who live together or parents 
who live with their children. The Justice 
Minister insists those and other types of 
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relationships are fundamentally 
different, but offered a compromise with 
a parliamentary committee to examine 
the impact of legally recognizing other 
kinds of dependent relationships and to 
recommend legislation. 

It is estimated that there are about 
140,000 same-sex households in Canada. 
But Ottawa expects the cost of the new 
legislation will be minimal. The 
government says it will be paying out 
more in benefits but it will also be 
collecting more in taxes. 

The government calls these 
legislative reforms part of an ongoing 
commitment to ensure that its policies 
and programs continue to reflect the 
values of Canadians, values that are 
enshrined in the Canadian Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms. 

“Canada has always been seen as a 
beacon of tolerance and fairness; the 
changes these amendments imply for our 
laws will reaffirm our status as one of 
the most progressive nations of the 
world,” states Minister of Citizenship 
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and Immigration Elinor Caplan. 

So, with some relatively minor 
changes, gay and lesbian couples make 
another move up the ladder of 
acceptability. While the legal and (in 
most cases) religious worlds still do not 
accept gay marriages, at least the 
government will allow this “country 
cousin” status. This is more than 
another step forward in a series of many; 
it’s an indication of government’s 
willingness to reform and of the 
direction the future will hopefully take.

Abuse in many forms

Trying to figure out how the straight 
mind works is often a lesson in futility— 
and the reason, I think, is simple. 

After years of banging my head 
against that particular brick wall I’ve 
concluded that, most of the time, it’s 
impossible to figure out how the straight 
mind works for the simple reason that, 
most of the time, the straight mind doesn t 
work.

The teacher in question just happens to be 
female—a married woman by the name of 
Laura Sclater—and the un-named student, 
a male. 

As previously stated, the 
episode (which didn’t actually 
involve sex) has spawned a fair 
bit of media coverage— 
although nothing a story like 
this might have had it had 
involved a male teacher and a 


reaction to such inappropriate behaviour 
would be far more vociferous if the teacher 
had been a male and the student female. 

No one has gone so far as to predict 
what the reaction would be in Mike Harris’ 
Ontario to a similar situation between a 
teacher and a student of the same sex. But, 
if you’ve a questioning mind, you just 
know it would be the journalistic 
equivalent of a lynching, with Harris and 
his boys providing long ropes of suitable 
outrage with which to hang the adult 
offender. 

Don’t agree? 

Take the celebrated case of Sheldon 
Kennedy, the professional hockey player 
who rocked the sports world when he 
revealed that he had been abused by 
Graham James, his minor hockey coach. 

By the time that blew over, you could 
have papered every wall of Buckingham 
Palace with the coverage the story received 
and still had enough used newsprint left 
over to make a sizable memorial bouquet 
of paper flowers for the tomb of Princess 
Di. 

Recent revelations on CBC television 
by Rob Becker, a young professional 
baseball player who was part of the 
Toronto Blue Jays in their World Series’ 
victory in 1993, haven’t received nearly the 
same kind of play. 


His career behind him, Butler told 
CBC not long ago that he had been 
sexually abused by a female babysitter 
from age five, but his revelations have 
barely raised a ripple in the public or 
journalistic consciousness. 

Butler was most certainly younger 
than Kennedy when the abuse started. He 
appears to have been no less deeply scarred 
by the experience. But his abuser was a 
woman—and most straight men simply 
can’t imagine any situation where having a 
woman come on to you could be a totally 
negative experience. 

As in Sclater’s case, that woman 
happened to be pushing thirty at a time 
when the kid may not have figured out 


whether he was growing up to be a bass or 
a tenor, let alone whether, when it comes to 
sex, he’d end up batting for the home team 
or the visitors—but as long as it’s het sex, 
so what? 

Straight or gay, sexual maturing is a 
tough thing for kids. And straight or gay, 
the adults in teens’ lives have a role to play 
in helping them through it. 

Legally, however, that role is strictly 


limited to that of resource person, 
providing information, support and 
counselling. 


When it comes to the actual lab work, 
that’s to be worked through with fellow 
students. 

Break those rules at your peril—as 
long as the peril is the same for everybody. 
Allowing this kind of double jeopardy in 
the court of public opinion—where 
straights seem incapable of seeing beyond 
the ends of their—uh, noses—only 
perpetuates the misconception that 
pedophilia is a gay disease.

In this post-post modernism age of 
millennium transitional tension, many 
people have the opinion that art is dead. 
The “isms” have run their course and the 
evolution of visual art comes down to a 
plain white canvas which sells for millions. 
It’s early in the 21st century and art is ata 
pivotal moment. Will it fade away into the 
realm of reproductive prints or be relegated 
to selling the garbage in a cereal box? Or 
maybe art will be saved by the housing 
industry and competitive up-and-comers 
who will need to fill their blank walls with 
an original work. After all, something has 
to match the couch... 

In this city alone, the art community is 
on the verge. I am sure there is a 
cornucopia of ideas and concepts waiting 
to be created by artists, waiting to be both 
understood and misundersood by the 
public. The fact that we live in such a 
conservative city can only lead to the 
emergence of unconventional thoughts and 
feelings needing an outlet for expression. 
Just because we live in a cowtown 
surrounded by luminous landscapes and a 
stunning ‘big sky’ doesn’t mean every 
artist or resident wants one in their 
downstairs bedroom. As the galleries 
continue to open in Calgary, and the 
accessibility to new pieces expands, the 
market seems ripe for change. 

From artist-run centres to the more 
established galleries, I asked directors and 
owners their opinions about the state of art 
in Calgary right now as we move forward 
into the next millennium. I was curious to 
know if there were any aesthetics or trends 
which seemed worthy of attention. I 
encountered a variety of opinions, some of 
which follow here. 

New Zones gallery (Helen Zenith - 
owner/director): Right now there seems to 
be a focus on photo-based art. Having said 
that, there is still a lot of support for pure 
painting. The advent of the computer is

making people appreciate the one-of-a- 
kind pieces; the process of art-making. 
There are always trends which come and 
go; however, they don’t necessarily take 
over. Painting is alive and well in Calgary, 
as well as on the international scene. In 
regards to subject matter, dramatic image- 
based work seems to be taking over 
abstraction. 

The Stride Gallery (Robin 
Arseneault - director): It really varies 
from month to month. As an artist-run 
centre, our mandate is a lot different than 
the commercial galleries. In our main 
exhibiting space, there are more group 
shows with two or three artists. This 
creates more of a dialogue within. In the 
last few months, we have had shows 
consisting of installations, performance, 
photos, video, paintings and so forth. We 
have also had more exhibits which reside 
outside the gallery space, such as the one 
where billboards were used. The viewer 
has to seek out the work instead of a 
specific project-based exhibit residing 
within a space consisting of four white 
walls in a cubicle. In our gallery, we have 
what is called a project room, where an 
artist works on pieces on-site. This is great 
for visitors to come and talk to the artist. 
The Truck gallery has something similar 
called the Parkade. And the New Gallery 
has a Front space as well. So this way, art 
becomes more accessible to the public. 

The Triangle Gallery (Jacek Malec - 
director): In Calgary, there is equally 
represented space between the commercial 
and public galleries. The audience in 
Calgary is buying more works which are 
representational as opposed to the abstract. 
However, the post-modern movement is 
still strongly represented within the artist- 
tun centres. In regards to subject matter, 
there is an increase in politcal and social 
issues. There is a strong voice with issues 
such as gender, sexual preference and so 
forth. This common trend, which 
exemplifies a personal nature, is 


international as well. This is somewhat 
similar to what we saw at the end of the 
19th century where similar aspects were 
addressed. I am not surprised that there has 
been a shift from the purely artistic into the 
pclitical. In some instance, the political 
takes more precedent than formalistic 
issues. Although, as an artist, there has to 
be a balance between these two aspects. 
You have to keep asking questions. 

Trepanier Baer Gallery (Yves 
Trepanier - owner): Well, I think there is 
a great increase in photography. Not only 
in Calgary but in Canada, where there are 
many people producing such art. It’s a 
trend to be investigated. We have had 
several shows recently where the imagery 
was mainly photo-based. There also seems 
to be a renewed interest in abstract 
painting. However, no one trend seems to 
be in the forefront. Tastes are fairly 
eclectic and there are a variety of styles and 
media being produced. And the focus 
seems to be on particular interests of the 
artists. More of a personal nature. 

New Gallery (Candice Noakes - 
administrative coordinator): In reference 
to the millennium, there are several 
installations which are examining the end 
of the century, a lot of uprising in 
apocalyptic thought. As we move into the 
next century, there is a lot of thought and it 
really seems open-ended, moving away 
from the traditional. We had this one off- 
site exhibit where this artist was travelling 
in a trailer around the country. It was a 
moving museum, poking fun at the 
traditional way of viewing and regarding 
art. There are a lot more spectacular type 
of exhibitions, maybe to coincide with the 
hype of the end of the century. And the 
process seems to invovle a lot of fun- 
making and enjoyable ways of showcasing 
and thinking about what art is. 

Harrison Galleries (Rob Mabee): 
People are looking at more figurative, nude 
work these days. However, it’s a look at 


the contemporary figure as opposed to the 
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classical sense. Our recent group show 
which was entitled Naked garnered a great 
deal of interest. In reference to 


_sensibilities, people are responding well to 


realism with an edge. They are also 
responding well to colour as compared to 
the minimalistic use of colour and neutral 
tones. The ones that have sold best in the 
past year have been bright, pure colour. 
Artists are not as afraid to dip into their 
paint and ‘goop it on,’ creating a wonderful 
collage of intense colour. As a new gallery 
in the marketplace, we are more open to 
new kinds of work, not just the traditional 
landscape... which appears to be waning. 
The strongest response has been to our 
‘edgy’ work. 

Webster Gallery (John Webster - 
owner): There seems to be a trend away 
from the more decorative work. There is a 
greater interest in the human condition; 
imagery invoking feeling and emotion. 
There is a lot more colour being accepted, 
and the movement away from pictorial 
work. And, with the growing population of 
young professionals seeking original art, 
the representational print is not as popular. 
People are waking up to the art world. 
They are learning how to watch, how to 
feel in regards to viewing a piece of art. 
The selling of emotional content—along 
with good technique—stimulates the 
viewer’s mind. Art which is only a 
statement of angst or aggression alone is 
not enough. 

After this handful of insights and 
examination of the scene, it appears that 
the personal voice of the artist is 
paramount. The issues of being human, 
whether existing in the romantic age, the 
dark ages or the technological age are still 
valued. As time marches on, art will 
continue to reflect our human condition. 
The artist will continue to question and, in 
this respect, art will never die. i

It’s been said that in Mychael Maier’s world, opposites attract in a manner which can only be described as 
extreme. The figures hover in a netherworld between two- and three-dimensionality, between Orient and 
Occident, between past and future, between what’s real and what isn’t. And it’s here that Maier creates his world, 
mirroring the decadent splendour of our own. 

Though the subject hasn’t changed the medium has: Within the past year Maier has moved away from draw- 
ings towards large-scale paintings that allow the viewer to revel in pure aesthetic experience. There is a delicacy 


and sensitivity to the works that reveals the spiritual essence of the figure. His style of expressing the male body 


aesthetic successfully cuts across the usual boundaries to seduce both gay and straight audiences. 
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Rupert Everett: the very best thing

The film Titanic, in all its big-budget 
glory, taught us all a simple lesson in physics: 
changing a ship’s course in a short period of 
time is a near-impossible prospect. Now, 
imagine that vessel is called the Gay Ship 
Lollipop and the iceberg in its path is called 
Hollywood. Fasten your seatbelts—it’s 
going to be a bumpy night... 

To date, more often than not, gay 
characters (even one) had the potential to 
send a film on a brief spin through ‘art house’ 
It’s difficult enough to convince 
both populace and press that gay characters 
can be anything but mincing, wisecracking 
florists, hairdressers or drag queens; put a gay 
actor in a role—gay or straight—and the task 
seems insurmountable. 

Unless your name is Rupert Everett. 

It’s early morning in a suite in Chicago’s 
Ritz Carlton Hotel. Everett is standing at the 
window looking out over Lake Michigan. 
Unlike many celebrities who turn out to be 
Napoleonesque in person, Everett is both a 
commanding presence and a big, strapping 
man. 

It’s smiles and firm handshakes all 
‘round before the actor and a small group of 
journalists settle in to discuss his latest 
venture The Next Best Thing, a film in which 
Everett plays a gay landscaper who is both 
donor and daddy opposite co-star mama 
Madonna.

first question, obvious yet 


intriguing, pertains to the possibility of Mr. E 
becoming the centre of his own “modern” 
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nuclear family. 

“[m an old-fashioned type of guy,” 
Everett says, good-naturedly, “I’m not one of 
those people who wants to get married to 
another guy, have kids... that sort of thing.” 

The type of guy—or actor—that Rupert 
Everett is, is one who strives to maintain the 
integrity of the characters he plays. Ever 
since his role in My Best Friend’s Wedding 
(a performance that led producers to shoot an 
additional seventeen minutes of his character 
at the request of test audiences), Everett has 
wanted to expand the scope and increase the 
depth of the gay characters he chooses to play. 

Everett feels that Robert, his character in 
Next Best Thing, is a starting point for where 
he left off in the smash hit Wedding. 

“I scored a hit with mainstream 
audiences in America by playing a charming, 
debonair, drawing-room comedy kind of gay 
guy and I wanted to take that success maybe 
a little step further,” he offers. “In this story, 
I liked very much the way it started out like 
that and then moved into something else. It 
seemed to me that it dealt with all the things 
that I really needed to deal with.” 

Since coming out publicly as a gay man 
a few years ago, Everett has been dealing 
with something else: journalists hungry to get 
some perceived “inside scoop” on his 
sexuality. 

“Tm frustrated, maybe, to have to talk 
about being gay because it feels so unnatural. 
None of us talk about ‘being gay’—you 
might talk about a friend who’s rejecting 
protease inhibitors, or a friend who’s been 

queer-bashed, maybe,’ he 

says. 
“The actual conver- 
sations you have to have 
about being gay make you 
feel like a seventeen-year-old. 
I don’t want to be seen in the 
straight press constantly 
talking about being gay—and 
it’s the only thing they ever 
print. It looks like you’re 
obsessed about being gay, 
which is bad for me and bad 
for us,” Everett continues. “Tt 
makes us look provincial and 
obsessed, and we’ re not really 
obsessed by things like that.” 

One thing that does 
figure prominently with 
Everett as both an actor and 
an individual, is the manner in 
which gay characters are 
portrayed on screen. 

“I very much wanted to 
work in the mainstream and 
work in a film that played to 
middle America,” he stresses. 
“It should break down 
barriers for them about what 


being gay can be about. It shouldn’t 
necessarily be a thing that should scare 
people.” 

To this end, Everett worked particularly 
hard on character development in The Next 
Best Thing, striving to keep Robert out of the 
realm of stereotype. 

“When I received the screenplay my 
character was very stereotypical. My 
character was a big, fat, flubby interior 
decorator whose resolution to every single 
problem was to get some Reddi-Whip out of 
the freezer and squirt it in the Madonna 
character’s face,” he reveals. “I wanted to 
make my character into a more ‘normal’ man. 
My real battle was that I wanted to make the 
analogy that you can be a good father and a 
practicing homosexual, not just a homosexual 
man who couldn’t get laid and is therefore a 
good father. And just getting that little thing 
was a very difficult, long battle.” 

Everett’s sense of integrity did not end 
with his own character: it was also important 
to him that Madonna’s role be accorded the 
same respect. 

“Making the sexual encounter between 
me and Madonna spontaneous was, to me, a 
very important thing because I didn’t want 
my character to lose dignity,” he says. 

“T didn’t want her character to lose 
dignity. I think ‘fag hag’ is one of the vilest, 
nastiest terms; it’s a hideous term for a 
woman. I preferred that romantic vision that 
there had been some spark between us years 
ago that had never been either ignited or 
defused.” 

At age forty, Everett has a sense of 
perspective and confidence for which many 
fellow thesps would give their nght arm, 
steadily building on the canny and 
charismatic performances that first 
introduced him to North American audiences 
in such films as Another Country and Dance 
With A Stranger. Despite what some 
inaccurately believe, Everett is not an 
‘overnight’ success story. He has worked 
long and hard to get where he is today, a 
process that has resulted in a healthy respect 
for both himself and his acheivements. 

“I suppose it’s a good thing when a 
certain amount of success comes when you’ re 
a little bit older,” he admits. “You do realize 
how much harder it is to come by and so you 
kind of appreciate every aspect of it— 
including the bad bits—than you do when 
you're a kid.” He pauses, then adds, 
laughing, “although I am becoming, by the 
minute, more and more of a diva!” 

It’s this same ability to analyze situations 
levelly that gives Everett a similar perspective 
on the dreaded aging process, particularly 
within the gay community. 

“The thing that maybe keeps 
homosexual people young is that they don’t 
realize they’ ve grown older; they don’t have

any clue about the aging process,” he says. 
“You suddenly find yourself in a tie-dyed 
t-shirt and a backwards-facing cap at age 
fifty-five, because no one’s told you that 
you’re not twenty any more!” 

What becomes very clear in a 
conversation with Rupert Everett is the fact 
that he is, above all else, an actor. His talents 
have taken him from fairy (A Midsummer 
Night’s Dream) to fine gentleman (An Ideal 
Husband) and points in between. When 
queried on the prospect of taking on a Bond- 
type role or tackling the world of action 


- flicks, Everett’s face lights up. He admits that 


he’d love to take on the genre, revealing that 
he actually has a project in development. 

“Td definitely like to do an action hero 
who’s pansexual—or gay!” he enthuses. “I 
think James Bond needs to be able to f*** 
everybody, not just girls. I think the most 
‘genius’ thing for Timothy Dalton would be 
to have some vile, muscle-queen Russian 
secret agent whom he has to f***. And he 
should be able to do it with total aplomb. My 
one would be able to do that with women— 
he’d be gay, maybe, but he’d be able to f*** 
women to death! A total pro...” 

In the meantime, Everett is happy to 
keep pushing the envelope towards more 
positive and multifaceted gay characters in 
Hollywood. But he can’t do it alone. 

“Gay people could make this film more 
successful than Titanic if they wanted to,” he 
says of his current release. “Tf half the gay 
people in America came to this film, it would 
be one of the most successful films in the last 
ten years. At which point there would be so 
much gay material in mainstream Hollywood 
cinema. I think it’s a very important film, not 
just for me but for everyone.” 

The Next Best Thing opens in wide 
release March 3, 2000.

For Madonna, the next best thing to fame 
is motherhood. 

Ever since the Material Mom had her 
daughter Lourdes three years ago she has 
been rethinking her priorities. 

~ “TI can no longer do the kind of 
outrageous things I did in the past. I have to 
think of the impact my action will have on 
her,’ Madonna admits. 

Motherhood also has Madonna thinking 
about such things as haying another child, 
another man in her life and, perhaps, even 
another marriage. 

“IT certainly haven’t ruled out the 
prospect of marriage or motherhood,” she 
says. “I think Lourdes needs siblings and a 
traditional family certainly would help.”

All this could be more than just wishful 
thinking, because there is a new man in 
Madonna’s life. 

He’s Guy Ritchie, the director of last 
year’s breakaway British comedy Lock, Stock 
and Two Smoking Barrels. He has been 
Madonna’s main man for most of last year. 

“T adore him,” she says. “Sting’s wife, 
Trudie Styler, invited me to a party she threw 
because she produced Guy’s movie. I don’t 
think she was actually trying to fix us up and 
I certainly didn’t accept because she said 
there was a man that might interest me. 

“All of Trudie’s guests are interesting. 
That’s why I accepted.” 

It’s been three years since Madonna 
appeared in the film version of the hit musical 
Evita. 

She was also supposed to play the Mery! 
Streep role in Music of the Heart, but that 
project fell through. 

Instead, she teamed up with her longtime 
pal Rupert Everett to star in the romantic 
drama The Next Best Thing. 

Madonna and Everett play best friends: 
he’s gay; she’s straight. 

In the film, the two are between 
relationships, commiserating over the death 
of a close friend and their shared inabilities to 
make relationships last. 

They drink far too much one night, 
engage in a romantic romp and, presto, 
Madonna has a child. 

Can these friends create the next best 
thing to a traditional family? 

“Rupert and [writer] Mel Bordieux kind 
of custom made the role for me,” Madonna 
says. “The film deals with a lot of issues that 
I’m interested in.” 

She says the big difference between her 
character and her own life is that “when I had 
my daughter, I was in a relationship with 
somebody [Carlos Leone] I was in love with. 

“T can imagine that if I hadn’t been in a 
committed relationship with somebody that I 
might have gone into a bit of a panic,” she 
continues. “It would have been: ‘Oh God, 
I’m not in love. I want to have a baby. My 
time is running out.’ 

“T can understand that panic even if I’ve 
never had to go through it.” 

Though she has had her share of 
relationships, Madonna insists she is no 
different than most women who are 
occasionally convinced there are no good 
men available. 

“T’ve definitely had my moments when | 
thought that all men are pathetic or that all 
men are babies, but five minutes later I realize 
I need a man,” she reveals. 

“That usually happens when I need 
something fixed around the house or the car 
tire goes flat. That’s when men come in 
handy!” 

Not only does Madonna star in The Next 


Best Thing, she also recorded a new version 
of the Don Maclean classic American Pie as 
a contribution to the film’s soundtrack. 

“Tt was all Rupert’s idea,” she says. 

“I would never have thought of doing 
Amercian Pie on my own. I liked the song 
when I was growing up, but I wasn’t sure of 
its relevance for today, or that radio stations 
would play an eight-minute track anymore. 

“Rupert kept bugging me until I agreed 
to embrace the idea at least. Then I went into 
the studio and edited it down to two verses.” 

Everett not only pushed Madonna into 
the studio, he also stayed and provided 
backup vocals on the track. 

“We were actually surprised at how good 
Rupert is. He can carry a tune. I understand 
he made a couple of records somewhere in his 
career—but I’ve never heard them.” 

When Madonna is informed that Everett 
says The Next Best Thing could be the story 
of their friendship she laughs heartily. 

“He wishes! I can’t believe he’s going 
around telling people that.” 

Madonna is currently 
working on a new album. 

“Tt’s untitled as of yet,” she says, while 
stressing that “it will have a 21st century 
sound, By that I mean it will be electronic, 
but it will also be melodic.”

Her last album, the  electronica- 
influenced Ray of Light, was a blockbuster 
that resuscitated her flagging musical career.

“Tm happy and thrilled, but also 
surprised it was such a hit. I had no idea it 
would connect the way it did.” 

Madonna says one of the reasons she 
persists in having a singing career is that 
“there is less ageism in the music business 
than there is in the film world. Look at Cher. 
Look at Tina Turner. There are a lot of older 
women who are doing really well. 

“In the movies, your work is based on 
what other people give you; with music it’s 
more self-generated. You give yourself the 
work.” 

Even though Madonna is one of the most 
famous celebrities in the world, she insists she 
is not a prisoner of her fame. 

“T can go out. I promise you I am not a 
prisoner,” she stresses. “I keep my sense of 
humour because I understand how fleeting 
fame and love and wealth are. 

“My creative life is incredibly important 
to me but so is being a parent, having friends 
and being in a relationship. 

“Tm nurturing all aspects of my life.” 

And that’s the next best thing to living it.

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An identity in transition

A few years ago, while involved 
with a youth group, I met my first 
transgendered person. His name was 
Vian and he was only sixteen at the time. 
Nevertheless he stood out as different. 
Whether it was the way he dressed or just 
the way he acted, I couldn’t figure out 
what it was that made him different from 
all the other kids in the group. It’s not 
breaking news to say that most gay male 
youths go through some sort of “flame” 
period after coming out, but it seemed to 
go beyond this. At the time I assumed he 
was just exploring his ideas and feelings, 
but after knowing him for several years 
now, I’m certain that this just isn’t some 
kind of phase. 

He approached me to do a story on 
transgenderism in hopes that it would 
shed some light on the issue for other 
youth out there searching for their 
identity. When we finally sat down to 
talk about it, he had a lot to say. Not only 
was what he said interesting, it also 
indicated a unique way of looking at 
things in the gay community. Our 
conversation went a little something like 
this. 

Outlooks: First off, how does 
someone know if they are transgendered? 

Vian: My discovery was something I 
explored on my own. I didn’t feel 
confident in youth groups or talking to 
anyone else about it because there 
weren't many resources in _ the 
community to validate my identity. 
However, by phoning around through 
various services I found information on 
support groups and meetings. 

Outlooks: How easy was it to find 
information and support on being 
transgendered? 

Vian: While I was lucky to find what 
I did, there still needs to be more 
awareness of support systems for the 
transgendered community. The gay 
community isn’t as_ effective in 
validating the transgendered presence as 
much as other things, like gay youth or 
bisexuality. The transgendered 
community is often forgotten by the 
mainstream population. 

Outlooks: What do you think is 
holding the gay community back from 
embracing transgenderism? 

Vian: It’s typical for people to feel 
like they don’t understand, but that can’t 
be an excuse for why those people can’t 
understand what transgendered means. 
The ignorance surrounding the 
transgendered identity is something that 
everyone in the queer community must 


own. In order for any change to occur 
we, as. individuals, must take 
responsibility for our actions and

empower ourselves; to take initiative and 
create new ideas about the issue. 

Outlooks: Where do you see the 
biggest opportunity for growth and 
change? 

Vian: The transgendered issue needs 
to be included in public school sexuality 
curriculum, just as much as the issues of 
homosexuality, teen pregnancy and 
STDs. Every youth out there should not 
only be aware of what transgendered 
means, but also understand it. 
Community groups like the former I- 
Dentity youth group and Calgary Birth 
Control Association (CBCA) certainly 
have helped informing youth of what’s 
available in terms of support for 
transgendered people. But once again, it 
must come back to us as people to change 
other people’s uneducated ideas. 

Outlooks: What has been most 
difficult for you to overcome as a 
transgendered person living in Calgary’s 
community? 

Vian: Often within any queer 
community, the transgendered are 
constantly faced with the questions and 
possibilities of sex reassignment surgery 
or other extremes of feminization. This 
not only creates personal complications 
but negative energy, because it doesn’t 
promote positive living and is 
detrimental to personal development. 
This identity is not a black or white issue. 


The biggest misconception is that it’s 
about conforming to male or female 
roles; rather, it’s to have a balance of 
both identities. Once I achieved this 
plateau it became easier to adapt and 
finally be able to be comfortable with 
who I am. 

Outlooks: Why do you think some 
gay males have such a hard time 
accepting the transgendered community? 
Do you think it’s insecurity? Ignorance? 

Vian: I don’t get it—why can’t they 
embrace it and accept it as a part of the 
queer community. I mean, it’s 
everywhere. I don’t understand why 
some guys choose to separate the 
community into either “masculine gay” 
or “feminine gay”, when really it’s more 
about who you are rather than how you 
act. You’re masculine because that’s 
who you are, not because you’re gay. 
And I’m feminine because I’m feminine, 
not because I put the label ‘gay’ in front 
of me. It’s whol am. We’re all queer so 
deal with it. 

Outlooks: What do you think of 
labels? 

Vian: Personally, I want to rid 
myself of a category altogether. My own 
sense of being will not be dictated by 
what other people in the queer 
community view as being male or 
female. I stand as I am, unmoved by 
stereotypes, trends, judgements and 
inhibition. 

Outlooks: What about the whole 
dating thing? We all know how hard it 
can be to meet someone just being gay, 
how does being transgendered effect that 
aspect of your life? 

Vian: Relationships are pretty much 
impossible. The biggest challenge in 
dating is that you’re either viewed as a 
fantasy or a fetish, and you’re never 
taken seriously. I have met a few people 
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through friends, but there are also things 
like chat lines and whatnot that provide 
opportunities to meet people as well. 
However, the possibilities are really 
limited because a transgendered male is 
considered an “easier” homosexual 
experience for a curious male who is 
looking for a first-time encounter. Easier 
in the way that with a transgendered male 
there is much more of a female element 
to him than with another gay man who 
can be really masculine. It doesn’t really 
give an opportunity to explore much 
depth in long-term relationships, because 
most of the experiences are either casual 
or private. 

Outlooks: 
change? 

Vian: Hopefully, once everything is 
in place and people are much more aware 
of the transgendered identity, the 
possibilities for transgendered people 
will grow and allow them to be more 
proactive within society. This would 
include their social lives, public lives and 
also their ability to find true love. 

Outlooks: How has your 
relationship with your family been 
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affected by your transgendered identity? 

Vian: Basically with my family it 
really hasn’t been talked about, except 
for with my mother. In the beginning, 
when I told her that I might be gay she 
was fine with it, saying that she loved me 
and that I’m still her child. After several 
years had gone by, I began questioning 
why my femininity was more powerful 
than my masculinity at times. I couldn’t 
figure out why I felt this way, at least not 
until the idea of being transgendered 
came into the picture. When I first 
discovered what transgendered was I 
talked to her about it. She didn’t really 
understand; she was in utter shock. My 
mother doesn’t come from a _ very 
educated background to start with, but 
being as understanding as she is, she 
wanted to learn more about what I was 
feeling. It’s a big thing to swallow, when 
. your son feels like he’s in the wrong 
body. So I went out and got some 
information materials that would help us 
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better understand. One thing that I’m 
lucky to have with my mother is good 
communication; I feel very fortunate for 
this because I know it doesn’t happen 
very often, where a parent wants to 
support their transgendered child. 

Outlooks: Beyond your mother, 
what has been the rest of your family’s 
reaction? 

Vian: My other immediate family 
are perhaps the least accepting out of 
everyone; we certainly don’t talk about 
it. But they have noticed the shift in my 
image over the last few years. I’m more 
relaxed with my image now more than 
ever and because I’m not as rigid as a 
boy like I used to be, they consider that 
to be queer. They just assume that I’m 
gay or a pretty boy or whatever, but that’s 
as far as it goes. It’s not in the Asian 
culture to disown you or anything. If 
they say anything, they do in hopes that it 
will make you change; they don’t say it 
so that it destroys you as a person. More 
or less, my family just prefers to ignore 
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it. Every so often it will get brought up 
out of the blue; recently we were having 
a family dinner and someone said “My 
friend saw you on the bus the other day 
and she was wondering what happened to 
you.” I was like “What happened to me, 
do I look like I’m diseased? Do I look 
like I’m dying?” Then they said, “No, it 
was just your hair.” JI just don’t 
understand how such an insignificant 
thing can be such a big deal to some 
people. 

Outlooks: How are the 
transgendered viewed in the typically 
conservative Asian culture? 

Vian: It’s certainly not discussed, 
it’s something that’s pretty much avoided 
or made fun of. Homosexuality or 
anything like it is a major fear in Asian 
society. However, just like western 
culture, my culture has different levels of 
acceptance as well; it all depends on 
whom you’re dealing with. 

Outlooks: Finally, what kind of 
advice would you _ offer other

It has often been said that the best 
thing about being Canadian is not being 
American. This could not be truer than 
in the case of Bill C-23, the omnibus bill 
that—if made into law—will give gay 
and lesbian couples the same benefits 
and obligations as _ heterosexual 
common-law couples. 

The bill will amend over sixty 
different pieces of legislation that are 
currently discriminatory towards gays 
and lesbians. But ultimately Bill C-23 
comes down to one thing: redefining 
what constitutes a common-law 
relationship. Currently, this is how it is 
stated: “common-law partnership means 
the relationship between two persons 
who are cohabiting in a conjugal 
relationship, having so cohabited for a 
period of at least one year.” Not “man 
and woman” but “two persons”—this is 
pretty major stuff. While the bill falls 
short of redefining the term spouse, it 
includes just about everything. And, if 
passed, it will make same-sex marriage 
the final frontier. 

Being Canadian, we have so far 
collectively responded to this 
groundbreaking piece of proposed 
legislation with a collective yawn. This 
type of kitchen sink, change-it-all-at- 
once kind of bill would have our 
neighbours to the south in a complete 
uproar. Those recognizing the common 
sense of the bill would be parading 
victory in the streets.

prove an affronted God. 

Nightline, Larry King Live, Oprah, 
Sally Jesse, Politically Incorrect... no 
matter on which station your clicker 
stopped, there would be insane debate, 
discussions sinking to depths previously 
only enjoyed by Appalachian guests on 
the Jerry Springer Show. Hysteria 
would be the order of the day. 

The fracas that such proposed 
legislation would create would make the 
attention “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” and 
the Defense of Marriage Act received 
seem moderate. 

And, most importantly, Bill C-23 
wouldn’t have a hope in hell of passing 
in the United States. 

So why aren’t Canadian gays and 
lesbians thrilled that the Liberals have 
taken a further step to making good on 
their promise of equality for all 
Canadians? Why aren’t subscribers to 
Alberta Report trying to get Vancouver’s 
West End and Toronto’s Church Street 
shut down? Could it be that we’ve all 
expected this for so long (in fact, 
promised it by the Supreme Court) that it 
all seems a little anti-climactic? 

Perhaps the answer to that question 
can be found in the bill’s name: an Act to 
modernize the Statutes of Canada in 
relation to benefits and obligations. 
Recognizing gay and lesbian citizens’ 
family structures isn’t radical, it’s 
modern. And we’re a perky little 
modern nation. We’re also a fairly 


And those known as 
the wicked, right-wing 
Christian hordes 
would have their more 
vocal members 
screaming from every 
possible soapbox. 


USA Today would 
publish special 
sections devoted to the 
crisis. In fact, that 
newspaper (and others 
of its ilk) would ensure 
that the public 
perceived the bill as a 
crisis. There would be 
the occasional voice of 
reason surfacing in 
places like The New 
Yorker, but generally 
sensational reporting 
would rule. The 
tabloids would be in 
complete paroxysms of 
glee—News of the 
World would find a 
way of linking Bill C- 
23 to environmental 
disasters in an effort to 
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modest nation, so the fact that our 
government is choosing to modernize 
some legislation is nice, but it’s nothing 
to brag about. 

In practical terms, will Bill C-23 
really change anything? Will closeted 
gays and lesbians come screaming out 
from behind the hangers to grab their 
equal share of the pie? Will rednecks 
think twice before taking a baseball bat 
to some kid just because he’s queer? 

Obviously, public opinion cannot be 
legislated. There will always be 
ignorant people who, for lack of 
education or religious beliefs, cannot 
bring themselves to accept gays and 
lesbians as equal members of society. 
And there will always be gays and 
lesbians who, as a result of their own 
homophobia, can not entertain the idea 
of being openly queer except within the 
confines of the gay ghetto. 

However, for those of us who live 
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fully-integrated gay and lesbian lives, 
Bill C-23 will change things. We’ll be 
afforded the opportunity to take 
advantage of the same policies that 
govern financial considerations such as 
pensions and inheritance. And through 
the example of our lives, the lives of 
others can and will be changed. By 
offering the same legal protections to us 
as are offered to our heterosexual 
counterparts, the nation we live in will 
be, in essence, validating our existence. 

Best of all, if C-23 is passed, it will 
give me and my partner the right to pay 
more taxes as a couple than we currently 
do as two single people. Hey, even 
equality has a price tag. 
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Formidable Fry

Hedy Fry, the federal minister 
responsible for multiculturalism, has 
always made the right noises on gay 
rights. It’s fitting, of course, for 
someone who represents the riding of 
Vancouver-Centre, home to most of 
British Columbia’s gay institutions and a 
whole lot of its lesbian and gay citizens. 

Previous MPs for the riding— 
including former prime minister Kim 
Campbell and current Senator Pat 
Carney—made similar noises, though 
their pronouncements never amounted to 
much. 

When Fry, a local physician and 


former head of the B.C. Medical 
Association, decided to run an 
apparently quixotic battle against 


Campbell in 1993, she was given little 
hope of defeating the shiny new 
hometown prime minister. When the 
Tory campaign fell apart at the national 
level, the PM’s forces couldn’t even hold 
onto her own seat and Fry was the David 
who brought down the Conservatives’ 
last hope for a Goliath. 

Throughout the campaign, Fry had 
made explicit pronouncements in favour 
of extending same-sex rights and 
benefits but, of course, voters in the 
riding had heard it all before. 

Over the years, though, she’s gained 
a big following in the gay community, 
perhaps not least for her policies but for 
her style and wit. Occasionally seen 
accompanied by some of Vancouver’s 
top drag artistes, Fry could teach the 
dart-tongued performers a thing or two 
about repartee. 

Fry shines during all-candidates 
meetings, making hamburger out of the 
few candidates put up against her in the 
last election. Vancouver-Centre 
candidate forums are always the 
highlight of the election season, with 
wild antics and a long list of candidates 
competing for attention in the city’s 
showcase riding. The neophyte Tory 
candidate who had the misfortune of 
facing Fry last time referred all 
questions to the appropriate page of the 
Tories’ “blue book,” which Fry, with a 
backhanded wave, witheringly referred 
to as “your little book of words.” On 
another occasion, Fry brought down the 
house by correcting another candidates’ 
grammar mid-speech. Even the New 
Democrat who ran against her, a gay 
man, was repeatedly forced to 
acknowledge that he could not best Fry 
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on issues of gay rights. 
Throughout her two terms, Fry has 
never toned down her substantial 
rhetorical skills on the subject of gay 
rights. She has often turned her 
imperious style to the subject and 
against the numerous people in her own 
party who hedge on or outright oppose 
changes that would reduce 
discrimination against homosexuals. 
Now, as the federal government 
prepares to amend _ sixty-eight 
discriminatory statutes, Fry is taking 
some of the credit as a member of the 
committee that made the 
recommendations that form the basis for 
the omnibus bill. At times, when the 
federal government has passed laws, 
such as the hate-crimes legislation— 
which Fry had long promised—her 
attitude seems meant to chasten the 
doubting Thomases. Her approach 
seems to be “I promised it and now it’s 
come to pass, what else did you expect?” 
Now, she says, no amount of 
opposition from the Liberal party’s so- 
called God Squad will stand in the way 
of equality for lesbians and gays. 


Moreover, there is nothing 
fundamentally wrong with having a 
party that disagrees over matters like gay 
rights. 

“It’s a healthy sign when a 
government and caucus can have people 
who agree and disagree,” she says. 
Those who don’t want to extend same- 
sex rights are, she suggests, mostly 
politicians who believe their constituents 
want them to vote against proposals such 
as the omnibus bill. Most are not 
philosophically opposed to equality, she 
says. 

On the other hand, some of her 
colleagues assume she takes the stands 
she takes because of political 
imperatives, but Fry says it’s not true. 

“This is my view of what human 
rights are about,” she says. It comes 
from serving as a doctor in the 
neighbourhood for twenty-three years, 
with a large proportion of lesbian and 
gay clients and seeing the effects of 
discrimination, she says. 

“For me, the important thing is that 
same-sex couples should not be treated 
differently under the law in terms of 
rights and obligations,” she says. The 
omnibus bill, sponsored by Justice 
Minister Anne McLellan, an Albertan, 
will make all common-law 
relationships—gay or straight—equal 
under the law. 

“This is the most important step 
along the way that we have made,” Fry 
says. 

There 18. still> thes“matter:-of 
immigration. By definition, a gay or a 
lesbian couple cannot be considered 
common-law if they are separated by 
immigration rules. Although recent 
practice has been to allow Canadians to 
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sponsor their same-sex lovers from other 
countries on compassionate grounds, 
this has not been codified yet into law. 
Fry says this last barrier will be 
addressed in a whole reworking of the 
Immigration Act planned for this spring. 

Fry takes a pass on the issue of gay 
marriage, though, and it’s a politically 
brilliant way of squeezing out of the 
issue. She says there is no consensus in 
the gay community over whether a gay 
equivalent of heterosexual marriage is 
desirable. 

On that point she’s right: lots of 
gays and lesbians dismiss the idea of 
marrying merely to replicate the 
sometimes abusive or unequal models of 
their parents’ nuptials. Nevertheless, 
Fry puts the onus on the community to 
tell her what it wants. Until then, she’s 
free to leave the thorny issue alone. As 
I said before: brilliant. 
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The GLCSA and their message of 
acceptance are on display to Calgarians 
once again. The brainchild of Brian 
Crawford (who contributed a lot of energy 
in the first fundraising) and Brent Craig, 
(who donated the logo) the OK Campaign 
continues to be a growing concern. The 
distinctive signs were seen around Calgary 
just prior to Christmas ‘99 and will reappear 
in Spring of this year. The purpose remains 
the same: to provide exposure of the gay 
community, to make the information line 
available and public and to add a positive 
note to gay identity for all who see the signs. 
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Repeating and lengthening the ad run 
has paid off for the GLCSA. 

“Repeating the campaign has started to 
filter [the message] into mainstream 
Calgary” reports GLCSA president Kelly 
Emst. “More calls are coming through and, 
just as important, more services are 
becoming available. We were told that more 
young people are using the line, and now the 
new youth group is available for activities 
and peer support.” 

Ernst also reports that more support is 
coming through for the GLCSA from 
individuals and gay-run businesses, 
especially through the Unity Pages. 
Unfortunately, Ermst says, corporate Calgary 
“still shies away from gay issues,” but he 
feels that potential for donations from 
national corporations is growing. 

Pattison Outdoor, the contract display 
provider for OK, deserves kudos for their 
work with the GLCSA, taking the attitude 
that ‘business is business’—and advancing 
one step further. With OK, they have fielded 
a contract that some would call 
controversial, and were very cooperative in 
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making it work. Not only has Pattison dealt 
with negative feedback from Calgarians, it 
has gone out of its way to compensate the 
GLCSA for ad space lost by property 
owners resistant to displaying the colourful 
posters. Kelly Ernst and Daryl Aarbo 
(GLCSA vice-president) agree that Pattison 
has been “absolutely fantastic.” To date, 
they add that threats of a potential province- 
wide counter-campaign have not 
materialized. 

This time around, there have not been 
any specific OK fundraising campaigns. 
This mun is a trial to see how previous 
contributors react. GLCSA was able to 
match private contributions with money 
from a successful casino that ran earlier. 
The ads are to serve also as their own 
fundraisers, to draw in contributors new and 
old. The signs provide focus, and are 
something to “tag on to,” as a visible and 


positive reminder of time and money put to 
good work. More donors and, even 
volunteers, are coming forward along with 
the information line services. 

As the GLCSA continues to make 
education and services available to 
mainstream Calgary, their advertising 
creates exposure. That, in turn, leads to 
more acceptance, as the community moves 
out of the closet and into the streets.

Last fall, we asked you to participate in 
a survey about gay and bisexual men’s 
sexual health and the response was 
overwhelming. Many of you took the time 
to fill out our M2K survey and the 
information you provided will help us design 
the future of The Men’s Project. 

While most of you who filled out the 
survey were familiar with us, there were still 
some people in the community who were not 
aware of what we do. The Men’s Project is 
a partnership between AIDS Calgary and 
The Gay and Lesbian Community Services 
Association (GLCSA), established to 
provide HIV/AIDS~ education and 
prevention to men who have sex with men. 
However, HIV prevention is not simply 
about using condoms; there are many factors 
which determine our ability to protect 
ourselves. 

The responses to the survey showed us 
that there are many issues that are important 
to gay and bisexual men. Seventy-one 
percent of you said relationships were of 
great importance to you. Seventy percent of 
you feel that financial and career issues are 
of concern. Forty-six percent of you are 
interested in maintaining your physical and 
mental health. Forty-five percent of you list 
family as an important issue in your life. 
And finally, thirty percent of you are 
concerned about discrimination. 

Some people say that gay men are not 
interested in relationships and family. You 
have told us that they are wrong, that these 
are very important things to you. Some 
people say that the increase in HIV infection 
rates in gay men is because gay men do not 
care about their health. Again, you have

proven them wrong. This is a community 
which is very invested in these issues. 
Therefore, we will attempt to provide the 
community with options for dealing with 
them. 

The overwhelming majority of you said 
that newspapers like Outlooks are a good 
source of information. We will continue to 
work with Outlooks to bring you information 
and resources on those issues which concern 
you. 

Many of you indicated that workshops 
are an important resource for looking after 
your health, so to that end we plan to bring 
back our successful Men on Men workshop 
this spring. Watch this space for more 
details. 

Another suggestion was support groups 
for men to discuss their issues. We are 
working with GLCSA to begin a men’s 
group which will be a safe place for men 
who have sex with men to discuss concerns 
with their peers. Again, watch this space for 
details. 

One of the most encouraging things to 
come out of the survey was an indication of 


How do you practise safer sex? 


how well educated we are as a community 
when it comes to HIV and AIDS. On 
average, you are getting tested on a regular 
basis (at least within the last year) and are 
aware of your HIV status. Also, a vast 
majority of you say that no sex is absolutely 
safe and you use condoms when engaging in 
anal sex. 

We asked people to tell us how they 
practice safer sex and many of you were 
quite creative. The majority of you pointed 
out that safer sex isn’t about behaviors but 
about preventing fluid transmission, building 
trust with your partner and being educated 
about the risks. Your responses show us that 
there is a long list of ways that gay and 
bisexual men can lower their risk for 
contracting HIV. 

We wanted to share some of that list 
with you. The responses were diverse and 
ranged from “abstinence” to “no f***ing 
without a condom”. Many of the survey 
respondents said they felt that peer education 
or learning from each other is the best source 
of information. Here is what your peers are 
saying about practicing safer sex; 

*Know my limits and have the 
knowledge of what is safe and what isn’t. 

* Must be consentual and informed. 

¢ Talk to your partner. 

* Should be emotionally safer sex 
(affirming). 

e Avoid open wounds and sores with 
fluid exchange. 

* On me not in me. 

¢ Know your own personal! boundaries. 

« When I’m intoxicated I tend not to be 
as safe. 

¢ Mutual masturbation.

* Using proper lubricants. 

¢ Engage in a large amount of “external 
play” (nipples, ears, oral stimulation of neck, 
throat).

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When it’s Time to Leave Your Lover; A 
Guide For Gay Men 

Neil Kaminsky

Even though a song has been written 
claiming that there are “fifty ways to leave 
your lover,’ when it comes to the crunch 
there are few sure-fire answers. Fortunately 
for those in that situation, Neil Kaminsky has 
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written a book to eliminate bad choices and 
steer us through the hard times. When It’s 
Time To Leave Your Lover: A Guide For Gay 
Men, is written by a social worker with 
twenty years of experience, much of it in 
private practice in San Francisco and New 
York. Drawing from his experience, 
Kaminsky has attempted to fill the gap of gay 
relationship writing with an effective and 
accessible guide. With WIT, he tums an 
analytical eye to the psychology of bad 
couplings, and how to get out of unhealthy 
situations. 

There’s much in here to remind us of 
similar self-help gurus (and books) of the 
“80s, especially with the subject material and 
the way it’s handled. Following in the vein of 
such ‘pop’ psychology books, WIT presents 
simple analysis backed up with believable 
examples and quotes from case studies. 
Nonetheless, readers should take care not to 
mix this one up with some of the more 
fanciful (or fluffier) books that have been 
published. Kaminsky doesn’t waste any 
space linking human behaviour to 
mythological archetypes, planets, or angels; 
instead, he concentrates on the ‘how’, ‘why’, 
and ‘what’s next’ of love gone wrong. 

The whole book is a triumph of intellect 
over emotion, with clear chapter organization 
and easy language (the biggest word is 
“responsibility’). Far from being too simple, 


or complex and alienating, WIT strikes a 
balance as a thoughtful and sensitive analysis 
of relationships, complete with a concise 
guide to potential crises. It’s very clear that 
the author’s intent is to help, and he refrains 
from using allusions and examples that may 
cloud the issues. 

Kaminsky’s full of good advice, from 
how to recognize an unhealthy situation and 
keeping calm during the ‘it’s over’ talk, to 
how to return the keys and avoiding 
depression while processing turbulent 
emotions. There are checklists for evaluating 
life and all sorts of emotional tools. In fact, 
there’s so much good stuff here in general 
that it’s hard to read this book as gay-specific 
(except that all the case study names are 
male). Well, it’s not really that universal. 
There are all sorts of gay-specific issues in 
here, particularly with the way that traditional 
models create an internal feeling of 
wrongdoing when compared to gay 
relationships. There’s plenty of discussion of 
how childhood baggage plays into the ways 
that men deal with each other, especially 
when intimacy is needed. Without 
oversimplifying it, Kaminsky gives us some 
insight into the ““Mars-Mars” relationships. 

We can’t underrate the value of this book 
as tool in the way it explains the pitfalls of 
male love. However, when the words (or 
dishes) are flying, it will be pretty tough to 
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stop and seek relevant chapters. Neither is it 
preventive medicine, but more of a guide to 
“amputation,” for lack of a more pleasant 
term. It tells why, where, and what to cut, 
when it is too late to heal the relationship. 
After the deed is done, it can be picked up 
again and used to it to rebuild emotional 
health, leaming how to be a single man again 
instead of half of a couple. 
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Let’s start with the dirty bits this 
month: 
Looking for a throw rug, but want 


something more animated? Might I 
suggest www.badbears.com, the last 
civilized place on earth where you can 
wear a fur without getting spray painted 
by those dreadful PETA protesters. The 
popularity of such hirsute Colt models as 
Wade Neff and Pete Kuzak has seen a 
return to the au naturel roots of gay 
machismo in recent years. At 
Badbears, you’ll get your fill of 
manly men and the cubs that 
shamelessly chase them. (I, of 
course, would never stoop to 


such behavior... cough.) 
The membership 
procedures involved at 


www.vintagemen.com 

deserve kudos. Unlike so 

many naughty sites that require 

more information than a passport 
application, this stress-free link asks 
only a few questions, and for a minimal 
fee, you’re in there like a dirty jockstrap. 
Once inside, you'll find plenty of pics 
from the ‘50s, ‘60s, and ‘70s. There are 
movie stills, video clips, escort listings, 
personals, a Colt-heavy leather fetish 
section and more bare flesh than a Russ 
Meyer movie. While they pride 
themselves on ignoring today’s buffed 
and plucked porn studs, I viewed some 
decidedly modern shots in a few areas. I 
guess we really have entered the next 
millennium: the ‘90s are now vintage.
